Washington, Dec. 2".—Alarmed by 
a drop from (1,000,000 to $26,363 in 
mineral oil exports to France in a 
month, American oil exporters have 
begun a movement to I.iduce congress 
to renew with the Free Ii go\ ernment 
the reciprocity treaty which expired 
on Oct. 31 last. 
Exporters also hope 
for the renewal of th 
treaty with 
Spain, also a large imper or of Ameri­ 
can oil, which will expire on Aug. 31 
1910. 
The exports to Canada under the 
new tariff law have not been v.ompiled 
yet by the bureau of statistics of the 
department of commerce and labor 
but indications are that they will show 
relatively as great a falling off in oil 
exports as those to France. 
Notwithstanding the abrogation of 
the reciprocity treaty with France, the 
reports to the bureau for November, 
the first month under the new order of 
things, show larger totals in both im­ 
ports and exports than in the corre 
sponding month of last year. Raw cot­ 
ton, which is imported into France 
free of duty and hence is not affected 
by tariff charges, is largely responsi 
hie for the increase in expoits, while 
art works twenty years old and over, 
admitted free under the new law, an-l 
diamonds and hides were responsible 
for the increased imports 
The falling 
off in the imports of champagne from 
France, due to the increased tariff, 
was most marked, declining from 
(584,674 in November, 1908, to (58,068 
in November, 1909.

Washington, Dec. 23.—That the Bal- 
linger-Pincuot controversy will occupy 
the center of the legislative stage this 
winter and will, in all probability, pro­ 
ject itself Into the political future, Is 
conceded on all si^es in Washington. 
The row between the secretary of the 
interior and the chief forester over 
conservation has ceased to be a con­ 
versational affair. The lid is about to 
he lifted and the facts disclosed. 
Some people say that back of the 
imbroglio lies a conspiracy that will 
soon he laid bare in all its nakedness. 
Broad intimations are given that an I 
organization, composed in large part j 
of friends of tho former adruinistra 
tion, may be formed to prevent ihe re 
nomination of William H. Taft in 1912 
It is openly charged by friends of 
Ballinger that at the outset of his ad­ 
ministration a movement was started 
with the purpose of forcing him to 
adopt a policy in administering the 
laws relating to public lands and for­ 
ests in consonance with the views of 
Pinchot. 
Efforts to Force Him Out of Cabinet. 
This effort fabling, it is alleged, an 
•Sort was made by means of a cam­ 
paign conducted largely in the mag- 
asine and periodical press to force 
him out of the cabinet. 
It is a mere

St. Paul, Dec. 23.—The switchmen's 
strike probably will be settled when 
the railroad officials and the railway 
department of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor meet again at the office 
of Vice President George T. Slade of 
the Northern Pacific. AU Indications 
are that the men will be ordered back 
to work soon, ending a strike which 
began three weeks ago last Tuesday. 
Persistent reports wore that the 
basis of the settlement In this terri­ 
tory will be the same as that between 
the switchmen and the railroads run­ 
ning out of. Chicago. Mr. Blade. and 
General Manager J. M. Gruber of the 
Great Northern are returning from 
Chicago, where they conferred with 
the Other members of the committee 
to which had been 'delegated the au­ 
thority of handling the situation 'in 
this territory. 
President I. G. Rawn 
of the Monon route, chairman of the 
committee, also is expected to arrive, 
and he will present to the railway de­ 
partment the agreement which was 
reached by the managers in Chicago 
Wednesday. 
May Bs Settled by Arbitration. 
The general understanding is that 
the settlement will be reached by ar­ 
bitration, although there ware reports 
that a compromise might he made and 
tho points at issue settled immediate­ 
ly. 
Denial was made at strike head­ 
quarters that a settlement would be 
reached in Chicago which woald ap­ 
ply to all the roads in the W est and 
the Northwest; 
In this connection it 
also was said that the strikers would 
be taken back by the railroads only as 
individuals and not as members of the 
Switchmen's union. 
"We know nothing about the report 
that the terms of the settlement here 
will be on the basis of the settlement 
in Chicago,” said Vice President D. A. 
Harshbarger of the Switchmen’s Union 
of North America. "There is nothing 
in it, so far as I know. 
"You may say most emphatically 
that the switchmen will not go back to 
work as individuals. 
The men would 
not stand for it, no matter what we 
would say.”
